LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  March  5  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  throughout  New  England  have  been  practically 
flat  this  week,  all  centers  reporting  similarly  inactive  situations.  Sales 
were  confined  to  small  filling-in  lots  for  replacements  or  for  finishing 
up  an  order.    Prices  were  nominally  unchanged  but  it  was  impossible  to 
say  just  how  firm  they  were  in  the  absence  of  actual  trading. 

"Based  on  May  futures,  prompt  shipment  cotton  classed  on  government  grade 
and  staple  standards  is  given  as  follows,  for  strict  low  middling,  for 
middling  and  for  strict  middling,  F.O.B.  New  Bedford:

THE  NEW  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  11,  1939,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
February  2: 

"It  is  apparent  that  in  great  many  sections  in  Upper  Egypt  there  is  to 
be  a  reduction  of  the  acreage  this  year.     Cereals, are  now  giving  a  better 
return  than  cotton,  and  planters  are  according  a  decided  preference  to 
.the  f ormer .    In  the  Delta,  in  the  long-staple  districts  especially,  the 
reduction  is  not  so  apparent.    Sakels ,  Maarad,  and  Giza  26  fetched  handsome 
prices  to  early  producers.     It  is  quite  likely  thr.t  Giza  26  and  Giza  12 
will  replace  Giza  7  and  Zagora  to  some  extent."

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN- EGYPTIAN 
AMD  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  FEBRUARY,  1939 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  February  as  2,083  bales  of  500  pounds  gross 
weight",  compared  'with  1,715  bales  in  January  and'  1,353  bales  in  December.. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported;  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  3,793  bales  in  February,  compared  with  5,064  bales  in  January  and' 
4,962  bales  in  December. 

THE  NEW  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  March  4,  1939,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
February  23 : 

"Weather  conditions  have  continued  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Torrential 
rains  were  registered  all.  over  the  Delta,  and  well  south  of  Cairo.  Planting 
and  land  preparations  are  virtually  suspended.  *** 

"A  decrease  of  the  cotton  acreage  this  year  is  considered  now  very  likely, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  northern  provinces."
